care"? This is the medical attention 
given the mother after the child is 
born. 
Unfortunately, many do not 


receive this attention. 


Mother's Health Important, Too 
Every 
mother Is more anxious 


about the welfare of her child than 
of herself. 
Mother love is the most 


amazing and enduring thing in the 
world. 


So devoted is she to the baby that 


she fails to heed nature's warning 
signs. 
This is deplorable, because 


most of the complications that occur 


.after childbirth, can be quickly rem- 


edied • if the necessary post-partum 
care Is given. 


In former years, this was often 


referred to as the "period of read- 
justment". As a rule, six to eight 
weeks after birth was the time given 
over to it. Today, the medical pro- 
fession does not set aside a definite 
term. It may take weeks, months 
or even years, before the mother is 
sound and well. 
It all depends on 


her physical condition and degree of 
reaction. 


It Is probable that our grand- 


mothers and great grandmothers 
would -scoff at this idea. 
Unfortu- 


natedyv the modern young mother 
;40fc3 not-stand, the :strain of preg- 


• •-nancy-• as--well as her grandmother 


did. 
Perhaps this is due to changes 


tn methods of living, as well as al- 


terations in dress, habits and diet 


Rest Is Estential 


I can think of no more Important 


feature, of proper post-partum care, 
than rest. 
This should bo empha- 


sized at the very start and the moth- 
er warned of the danger attached to 
neglect. Regardless of how easy tho 
labor has been, the young motlu'i 
has had a strain placed upon her j 
system. She requires adequate rest 
i 


for recuperation. 


Bear in mind, that-lack of food, 


proper care and necessary medical 
advice at tbis vital period of life of 
the young mother, may 
lead to 


chronic disorders. When the attend- 
ing physician advises you to report 
to his office or clinic for periodic ex- 
aminations, do not fail to do so. Too 
often neglect of this after-care may 
be the underlying cause of much 
unnecessary suffering in later years. 
It may lead to difficult labor in the 
next pregnancy. 


I receive inquiries, from many a 


young mother who has been advised 
to have an operation. They fear the 
operation and are anxious to avoid 
it. When the womb or muscles of 
the pelvis are torn, operation is ad- 
visable. 
If 
delayed, or neglected 


over a long period of time, chronic 
Inflammation sets in and 
infection 


may occur. 


My advice to all young expectant 


mothers, is to follow carefully the 
instructions of the attending physi- 
cian. Do not become careless after 
baby !s born. Report, to the physician 
at periodic Intervals.
